I. Claim 5, drawn to the process of treating a surface in dental applications. 

II. Claim 6, drawn to the process of treating a surface in treating bone. 

III. Claim 7, drawn to the process of treating a surface to exfoliate skin.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical features of Groups I, II, and III 
are mutually exclusive and are not obvious variants. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. The Examiner draws the attention of the applicant to the fact that the pending application 
has been filed with the original claims (1-15), and was subsequently amended with claims not 
disclosed in the originally filed claims. The amendment is taken to replace all prior claims, 
claims 1-15. The Examiner has renumbered the amended claims as 16-22 (no longer 1-7; these 
claims are considered to be NEW claims) and changed the dependency accordingly.
